NICE LAW 
POINTS. 


The Rights of the People to Wntor for the 


Use of Town** and Cities. 


This question is one that is destined 


to become increasingly prominent as 
t.ho population increases, the country 
tweenies more 
developed, and the 


available supply of water in times of 
scarcity becomes loss and less. This 
subject is presented under the head of 
a "Rosoiirco for Cheap Water for the 
People" in the last publication of the 
Nciv England Water-Works Associa- 
tion. It seems that in at least two 
Si atcs (Massachusetts and Maine) all 
.natural bodies of water of over ten 
acres in area are legally styled "Great 
Ponds," and have always been public 
property—no private title approaching 
nearer than low-water mark. 
The 


State of Massachusetts has adopted the 
principle of giving this water free to 
municipalities requiring it. 
The ar- 


gument by T. M. Stetson, Esq., sub- 
mitted at the time of the application 
of Fall River for condemnation of tho 
water of Watuppa Ponds, is given In 
full in this paper. 
It is based on two 


propositions: 


(1.) That the State owns tho water In those 


"Grout Pontls," und may well give Irom It to 
Its people without toll or payment. 


(a.) Xlmt any undent licenses or privileges 


heretofore nllowod to parties to use, wontrol, 
a.nrt avail of the surplus waters after they pass 
into the outlet stream (the Quequeehan or 
Fall river), shall, &Q far as they legally may, bo 
revoked or prevented from standing now in tho 
way of the proposed gift from the State to its 
people. 


The opponents of tho application 


held that they had a pi'ior right from 
continued use under a license given in 
18'_'fi, but the argument states that the 
Supremo Court of the United States 
had in throe cii.sos decided against tho 
irrevocability of such licenses. 


The Stato had in 1847 consecrated 


tho C-ri'oat Ponds to tho public for ever, 
and Justice Hoar upheld this in a writ- 
ton opinion, stating: "There is no art- 
jiulgod case in which any right in thorn 
adverse to the public has ever boon 
recognized." 
This 
same 
opinion 


rjnntes from several other opinions as 
follows: 


]uiprari:in owners on tho stream own tho uses 


ol' the water that actually succeeds in getting 
into the stream, but that is all. 


Tlnj use which evory owner in a running 


stream may claim is only of the water which 
has entered into and become part of tho 
stream. 


Tho grant hy tho Legislature of an.exclusive 


riRlit of the writer powor of a navipablo stream 
docs not »jivo title to the corpus of tho water. 
Il.ence a subsequent grant to the district to 
orccit water works to supply Its inhabitants 
with water Is not in violation ot tho previous 
l,rrant of the water power. 


iVn upper owner has an unqualified right to 


drain his marsh, and a neighboring proprietor 
[•an not complain of deprivation of water 
yhleh would otherwise oomo to his land, etc, 


Wnier taken from a pond before it could 


reneh the outlet never could be water flowing 
from the pond. 


In short, until water gets into a defined 


water-course, it has no relations with the ripa- 
rian owners along :iuch water-course. The lino 
of demarcation of tho title is at tho poi7it 
where the water do facto loaves the groat pond 
and eaters the water-course. Till then it be- 
longs to the State, afterwards to tho riparian 
owners on the stream. 


Numerous other decisions aro quoted 


to show that no license by the State, 
can bo held to bo irrevocable, or to'? 
withhold the State from exercising its 
sovereignty should occasion arise. 


So in this case "tho ancient policy 


was to encourage mills, but never at 
tho expense of the people's thirst and 
cleanliness." 


The bill that was passed last year in 


in tho case of tho city of Now Bedford 
provided for the taking and using of 
tho waters of Little Quitticas pond, 
without liability for other damages 
than the Stato itself would be liable to 
Pti.Y- 


Thc city of Worcester is now defend- 


ing a suit for diversion of water, but 
tho testimony published is too meager 
to give an intelligible statement of the 
case. It is well that all who are inter- 
ested in water-works become fully ac- 
quainted with tho principles underly- 
ing such casos, so clearly and ad- 
mirably stated in tho one before us.— 
Sanitary Engineer.

aro 
slow. 


Two 
tons 
of 
coal will 
buy a 


horso and harness. 
The sleeping 


cars aro a curiosity. They are four in 
number, eighteen feet in length, and 
aro furnished with four berths each, 
which aro made to roll up when not in 
uso. The cars aro furnished witli lav- 
atories, water coolers, linon presses 
and other conveniences, and are fin- 
ished 
throughout with mahogany. 


The other cars are 4 double-docked 
open cars, 20 platform cars, 20 gon- 
dola cars, 6 refrigerator cars, 4 poul- 
try cars furnished with coops, 8 cattle 
cars, 2 derrick cars for lifting heavy 
material and 200 box cars. They will 
be ready for ehipment in a few days.— 
American Manufacturer.

The total vote of Oregon this year n 


little exceeded 60,000. This is the num- 
ber of persons voting in tha election of 
tho single member of Congress for that 
state. 


Georgia has ten representatives in the 


present Congress. Tho total vote cast 
for these- ton faombers was 23,806, and 
but 1,900 votes were recorded against 
them. 


Kansas sends seven representatives to 


Congross, with 251,971 votes. 
Missis- 


sippi sends the same number, with 44,557 
votes. la South Carolina, Alabama and 
other Southern States the conditions are 
about the same as in Georgia and Misais- 
eippi- 


In other words," says the Oregonian 


'the South gets its representation in 
Congress and in the Electoral College on 
tho "basis of n largo population whose 
vote ia suppressed, coerced or thrown out 
of the count. Thus 153 votes in the 
Electoral College aro assured to tho 
Democratic party without another effort 
than that to write tho certificates ot 
election. Forty-eight more in the North 
would give Cleveland another term. In 
the Louisiana election of April last the 
Governor issued orders to force or fabri- 
cate Democratic majorities, and when In- 
galls in tho Senate denounced the 
astounding spurious majority that was 
produced, Senator Enstis arose and irso- 
lontly told him, 'It is none of your 
business.'
